"The firſt 
Account we have of Singing , is the Song 
of, Moſes, Exod. 15. when God had made the 
Children of Jſrael to pals throngh the Red- 
Sea on dry Ground , and had Drowned the 
Fgyptians ; and we can't have a more An- 
cient Account than this , which is the moſt 
Ancient Hiſtory in the World. And through- 
out the, Otd Teftamem, both Vocal and In- 
ſtrumental Muſick, was not only uſed in the 
Worſhip of God ; but this was the Chief, if 
not the only Uſe of it. This 'is acknow- 
ledged by all; but ſome will not allow it to 
be a Pattern 'for Chriltian Worſhip. They 
reckon Muſick among the Ceremonies of 
the Jewiſh Law, firted to the : Carnal State of 
that People, and Abrogated with the other 
Legal Ceremonies, by the more' perfe&t Diſ- 
penſation of the ' Goſpel , which- requires a 
more "Spiritual Worſhip. But 'a few Words 
will ſhew, how unreaſonable this Pretence is. 


| The Song of Moſes and Miriam was be- 
fore the giving of the 'Law , and therefote 
no part of it; and chough- this is che firſt 


time 
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time we Read of ' Singing, there is no Reg- 
ſon” to think, That this was the firſt begin- 
ning of ir. We Read of no Inſtitution of 
Singing, though we do of Singers ; chat Sing- 
ing ſeems as Ancient and Natural, as Pub 
lick Worſhip. 


Bur ſuppoſe Singing had been part of the 
Mofaical Law ; the Goſpel of our Savi- 
our Abrogates nothing of chat Law , but 
ſuch Types as receive their Accompliſhment 
in Chriſt, or ſuch Appendant Ceremonies as 
were meer Signs and Figures of an Evan- 
gelical Righteouſneſs : Bur whar is Singing 
a Type of, any more than Speaking ? For 
it is only a more Harmonious and Empha- 
tical way of Speaking ; and I ſee no Reaſon, 
Why men may not reje& Vocal Prayer, as 
well as Vocal Muſick, becauſe they were both 
uſed by the Jews.
